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1. There were approximately eight thousand students at the University of 
Alexandria, 400 of whom were foreign students. The faculty members were 
Italian, German, Irish and Egyptian. The British faculty members had been 
removed after Nagib came into power. The standard of education is poor, but 
since Nagib came into power it is improving. This improvement is the 
result of the change in attitude of the students. Before Nagib, the students 
did not have the right attitude. With few exceptions there was no serious 
study. There was a lack of discipline, and at times students would openly 
defy instructors. The general thinking in Alexandria was that all people were 
sincerely behind Nagib. This had a great reaction on the students at the 
university. Some semblance of discipline began to appear. Inasmuch as 
Nagib is a moderate Moslem, the religious extremists were causing some 
difficulties. The respect for Nagib was strong enough to prevent the ex~ 
tremists from becoming anything greater than nuisances, however.
